Roofs went 
whirling into the air. ; (Blinds, windows, 
fences and doors went down before the 
wind. Then came a driving rain. Trees 
were blown down all over the city. 

At the Lucy Cobb institute a portion of 
the roof was blown. away and the young 
ladies were terrified. 

LIBRARY INJURED. 

One corner of the library building on the 
campus of the university was unroofed. 

The roof of the Henderson warehouse 
was totally wrecked. The Farmers’ Al- 
Hance warehouse was blown down.

fhey Made Biscuits of What They 
Supposed To Be Yeast and Were 
Discovered When It Was 
Too Late to Aid Them.

Through a mistake in using Rough on 
Rats for yeast in making biscuits Henry 
Taylor, a ten-year-old white boy, and Sam 
Green, an eleven-year-old negro, who live 
at Jonesville, 8S. C., one mile from Savan- 
nah, just over the river, were poisoned to 
death yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. and Mrs. Matthew Taylor came to 
Savannah yesterday to participate in the 
celebration of Washington's birthday and 
left their son, Henry, at home in company 
with Sam Green. When the parents re- 
turned home last night, they found Sam 
Green In the house dead and their son ly- 
ing close to him on the floor in the throes 
of death. 

Hq suffered great agony for several hours 
until death came. The boys got hold of a 
can of Rough on aRts, which they thought 


‘was yeast, and finding flour in the pantry 


they cooked biscuits and ate several of 
them. ; 

The poisoned food soon afterwards took 
effect, and the boys being in the house 
alone, had no one to render them assis- 
tance.

HER WOUND 18 A DANGEROUS ONE 


The Enraged Man .Had Been Living 
Apart from His Wife and She Only 
Went To Him in the Belief That He 
Was Dying—Cook Is 
Locked Up. 


Arrested and 


This morning about 8:30 o'clock H. P. 
Cook, a one-armed confederate veteran 
who lives at 47 Magnolia street, cut his 
wife’s throat with an ordinary pocket- 
knife and inflicted serious wounds. 

Cook was arrested and taken to the sta- 
tion ‘house, where he ts now confined in a 
cell and it is likely that a warrant will be 
Sworn out, charging him with assault with 
attempt to murder. If the warrant is 
sworn out he will be prosecuted to the full- 
est extent of the law. 

Cook is an old man, is well educated and 
comes of one of the first families in South 
Carolina. He fought all through the war 
and came out loser by one arm, for which 
he draws a pension from this state. His 
wife claims that he was very good to her 
when sober, but as he is in that condition 
only once in a great while, she says that 
they lived a terrible life together. 

DECIDED TO LEAVE HIM. 

Finally about a year ago she decided to 
leave him. She at once put her resolution 
into effect and moved on Pratt street. 
where she still resides. She claims that 
he has repeatedly tried to tnduce her to 
comc back to him, but she has refused, 
knowing that he would begin his cruel 
treatment again. 

Last night she says he sent her word 
that’ he was dying and begged her, 
through his messenger, to come to his bed- 
side. She complied with his request and 
went this morning. When ghe reached the 
room he told her that he was so glad to 
see her, as he wished to be forgiven for 
the cruel treatment to her. 

She replied that she would forgive him 
and he then asked ther to come to the bed 
and feel his pulse to see how he was getting 
along. She says that she did as he re- 
quested, but had no sooner reached his 
side when he pulled an ordinary pocket- 
knife from under the bedclothes and made 
a lunge at her throat. 

STABBTD HER IN THE NECK. 

The blade of the knife pierced her neck 
just below the jugular vein and made a 
gash fully six inches long under the chin. 

She screamed and the neighbors rushed 
to her assistance. She was carried to 
Sharp’s drug store, which is only a b'ock 
away, amd physicians were summoned. 

ey dressed the wound and sent the un- 
fortunate woman back to her home on 
Pratt street, where she is resting at vres- 
ent. It is thought that with proper eore 
and attention she will recover.

A HOT FIGHT FOR THE SPOILS 


Lawyers Will Meet Thursday To TalzZ 

Over the Affairs ef the Association, 
and a Very Lively ime Is Ex- 
pected—Mr. Hale Has Returned from 
the North, ; 


In the United States circuit court this 
morning Judge Newman granted a tem- 
porary restraining order against State 
Treasurer William J. Speer in the case of 
Charles E. Garner vs. the Southern Mu- 
tual Building and Loan Association. 

The motion was made by Judge Henry 
t Tompkins, representing Garner, whom, 
it will be remembered, recently asked for 
a receiver in the case from the United 
States court. 

The restraining order prohibits Treasurer 
Speer from turning over to the association 
any loans, deeds or securities which he 
may have in his possession. 

An order was also entered setting March 
8d, at 10 o’clock, as the time for hearing 
the applicaton of Garner for a receiver 
for the institution and making the restrain- 
ing order continuing. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Garner 
filed a petition in the federal court ask- 
ing for a receiver for the association after 
the state court had taken eupervision and 


‘appointed a temporary receiver to take 


charge of the affairs of the association. 
The application was brought up once or 
twice, but action was finally postponed 
until after the meeting of the stockhold- 
rs, which has been called to assemble this 
week in order to see just what shape the 
affairs of the institution are In and what 
action they propose to take. 

An application for a permanent recefver 
was also made to the superior court, but 
this has also been postponed until after 
the meeting of the stockholders on Thurs- 
day. It will then be taken up and decided 
whether the receivership shall be made 
permanent or not. The sasociation wili in 
all probability fight the receivership and 
then thy to form a liquidation committee 
to wind up the assets and settle with the 
creditors of the institution. 

The case has attracted widespread at- 
tention and the meeting this week prom- 
ises to be filled with much interest, while 
there may be some sensational develop- 
ments in connection with the management 
of the association. 

HOT AFTER THE SPOILS. 

As has been foretold in The Evening Con- 
stitution, the stockholders’ meeting will in 
reality be nothing more than a lawyers’ 
meeting, where a hot fight will be waged 
among the different factions for a division 
of spoils. ’ 
ere have been several plans outlined 
for reorganization and liquidation, but it fs 
not believed that the stockholders or their 
representatives can agree upon any one 
plan and that the receivership may be 
allowed to remain permanent. If this l.t- 
ter case is decided upon the fight will then 
be over the permanent receiver. 

Mr. W. C. Hale, president of the defunct 
association, has been in Philadelphia for 
the past few days, on a busimess trip, and it 
is understood that ho has garnered in sev- 
eral shares of stock while he has been away 
ope: Sve be eee ech Wk eyienes et thy 
Meeting on Thursday.

The evidence in the Thurman will case 
was concluded this morning. 

It was the most important day of the 
trial, and the attorneys for the caveator 
will depend much on the testimony heard 
this mornimg to prove that Dr. Thurman 
was not of sound mind when he made his 
last will. 

Four wills have been introduced in the 
case. One of these was made by Dr. 
Thurman in 1874 This was in favor of 
hfs wife. In 1878 Mrs Thurman copied the 
first will, making it in favor of Dr. Thur- 
man. The third will was mado in 1888. In 
this he makes an indorsgement to the Tech- 
nological school, making it subject to the 
first. 

It is the fourth will, made in 1892, which 
is being contested. Im tts Mrs. Under- 
wood is named as hel# after Mrs. Thur- 
man’s death. 

Mr. L. B. Gwinn, now a resident of 
Brunswick, Ga., was the first witness call- 
ed. He testified that Be -qwas one of the 
witnesses to the last will ®f Dr. Thurman. 
Mr. Gwinn came up from Brunswick yes- 
terday. 

Mrs. M. E. Roch sgys she was a personal 

friend of. the‘famfly and. was ffequently at 
the house during the-le#t:few months of 
Dr. Thurman's life. 
. She states that Dr. Thurman gave a din- 
ner party and was so nervous during the 
dimmer that he was unable to do the duty 
of a host. Sho saw Mrs: Underwood at 
Dr. Thurman's only once. 

She testified that soon after the death 
of Dr. Thurman’s child, which was just be- 
fore Sherman marched into Atlanta, he 
went around trying to find another child 
similar to the one he lost. 

Mrs. Helen Thomas, wife of James Thom- 
as, was placed on the stand and testified 
that Dr. Thurman was weak both physi- 
cally and mentally. Mrs. Thurman treated 
Dr. Thurman very kindly. During his lat- 
ter years she felt certain that he was cf 
unsound mind. There was a far-away look 
in his eyes. 

MRS. THURMAN TESTIFIES. 

Mrs. Thurman was placed on the stand. 
She testified that she married Dr. Thur- 
man in 1853. They moved to Atlanta in 
1855. 

Ghe says that one son was born, but he 
died soon after the war. Their relations 
were as pleasant as possible. 

“While he was eecentric, he was 
kind to me. ; 

“Dr. Thurman was forever trying to in- 
vent things,’’ she said. 

The articles that Dr. Thurman played 
with were here imtroduced. 

The machine of perpetual motion was de- 
ecribed by Mrs. Thurman. A large white 
flag was introduced. “Dr. Thurman used 
to take this flag to a stand between the 
folding doors and wave it, then talk of the 
power there was in kK.” 

The instrument of weighing salt and 
fresh water was brought in. Mrs. Thur- 
man told how Dr. ‘lnurman used to ex- 
periment with it. 

fhe big Disque doll was opened. ‘Dr. 
Thurman gave me this doll,” said Mrs.

HAS GENERAL LEE QUIT? 


BELIEVED IN WASHINGTON THAT HE 
Is SICK OF CLEVELANDISM. 


But His Resignation Has Not Been 
Received Yet, and the State De- 
partment Has No Knowledge 
of His Intentions. 


Washington, February 23. 


Special to The Evening Constitution. 

At the state department nothing is known 
of the rumored resignation of Consul Gen- 
eral Lee. Secretary Olney states that if 
the resignation has been sent it will come 
by mail and ts not due yet. It true it will 


make no change in the attitude of the ad- 
ministration toward Cuban affairs. The 
end of this administration is so near at 
hand that no successor would be appoin<ed, 
the place being held open for McKinley to 
fill. 

Two explanations are given he:e in 
Washington. One is that General Lee has 
simply made formal tender of his resigna- 
tion in view of the change in admi:istra- 
tion. IM this were the fact, the resigna- 
tion would be addressed to McKinley. The 
date on which it is said to have been rent 
makes this explanation impossible. The 
generally accepted explanation of the resig- 
aation, if it has been sent, is that General 
Lee wants the credit of going out with 
something like a flare of trumpets; in oth- 
er words, he wants to get the credit for 
resigning because of the administration’s 


opposition to his efforts in behaif of Amcr- 
ican citizens, rather than handing in a per- 


functory resignation several days later, zs 
would necessarily follow. 

The general's friends repudiate this ver- 
sion of his action, however, declaring that 
he is not a grandstand player, like others 
of the administration and mugwump crowd 
with which he has been training. They 
say that if his resignation comes, it is be- 
cause of an honest repudiation of the cold- 
blooded policy of the administration, which 
allows American citizens to be jailed, starv- 
ed and butchered by Spanish troops with- 


ment. —

He Is a Confessed Forger as Wellas alt 


Embezzler of the Funds of 
His Employers, 


HE ISSUED SOME BOGUS STOCK 


Forged Checks, Held Back Pay Roll 
Money and, in Fact, Picked Up 
All the Cash in Sight. 


MONEY WENT FOR FAST LIVING 


He Has Confessed to All Sorts of 
Peculations and Forgeries, and 
There Seems No End to the Crooked- 
ness Which He Practiced—His Pri- 
vate Papers Being Overhauled—Mr, 
English Talks About the Matter, 


Otis O. Smith is a confessed forger ag 
well as an embeazzler. 

The Georgia Security and Banking Com- 
rany is busy today investigating to ascer- 
tain exactly how much bogus stock of that 
company Smith issued for the purpose of 
raising cash when he needed it. The At- 
lanta National bank has a bogus certifi- 
cate of this stock, on which Smith bor- 
rowed $500, but afterwards paid back $400 
of the amount, leaving $100 due the bank. 

THE CASES OF FORGERY. 

The worst cases of forgery with which 
Smith stands charged with the indorsement 
of checks which were drawn by Mr. J. W. 
English, Jr., in favor of Atlanta mer- 
chants. Instead of delivering the checks, 
Smith would forge the name of the payee 
and collect the amount. One of these 


| checks, now in the possession of Mr. En- 


glish, Was made payable to the order of 
the Elkin-Watson Drug Company. It was 
presented at the bank indorsed and was 
paid, Smith receiving the money. The 
drug company now declares that it never 
saw the check and that the indorsement is 
a forgery. 
HELD BACK PAY ROLL MONEY. 


Another method Smith practiced to get 


trroney which did not belong to him was 
to withhold a part of the cash placed in 
his hands for the pay rolls of workmen 
employed by Mr. English. Exactly how 
much money he appropriated.in this way 
cannot be ascertained until the books are 
checked up. 

In speaking of the peculations of Smith 
this n.orning Mr. English said: 

WHAT MR. ENGLISH SAYS. 

“It is impossible to say how much bogus 
etock Smith issued for the Georgia Securi- 
ty and Banking Company. He had the 
stock book and whenever he wanted @ 
ttle extra cash he would fill out stock 
certificates and get the money on them, 


These are, of course, the rankest, forgeries, 


Hie was my bookkeeper for ®ightcen 
months and I hav never had the ks 
of my office checked, as I had the utthost 
confidence in him. I know of one ch 
alone which I left in my office as a blank 
to be filled out when needed, that he 
filled for $150 and took the money. There 
is another check of the same nature which 


he cashed for $102. He has confessed to 


several fcrgeries.”’

In the fighting that took place before the 
town was captured seventeen Europeans 
and twenty-three native members of the

Brookins is a double murderer, having 
killed Leila McCrary, with whom he had 
been living, and Sanders Oliphant, the 
man whom she was about to marry, one 
night last year at Louisville. 

Brookins was a public school teacher and 
he and@&he McCrary woman had been in- 
tin ate with each other for some time. Af- 
ter the killing Brookins claimed that he 
tried to get rid of the woman, but she 
taunted him with threats of exposure un- 
less he married her. 

On the night in question Brookins entered 
the house where Leila McCrary was stay- 
ing with her sister, and while there be- 
came engaged in a quarrel with Oliphant, 
who had called on the woman. 

A FIGHT ENSUED. 

A fight followed and Brookins shot and 
killed the woman, and in a hand to hand 
encounter with the inan inflicted a mortal 
wound on him, from the effects of which 
he died near the scene of the shooting. 

Brookins was arrested, tried and found 
guilty of the murder of Leila McCrary, 
but the case was appealed to the supreme 
court, which heard argument in the case 
last week.

WORKMEN’S GLOSE GALL. 


THIRTY NEARLY DROWN BY THE 
CAVING IN OF A TUNNEL. 


Water Rushed in the Excavation 
That Was Almost Completed and 
Will Result in an Immense 
Loss to the Contractor. 


Chicago, February 23.—Thirty workmen 

narrowly escaped death in the Sixty-cighth 
street water tunnel yesterday by the cav- 
ing in of the shell almost midway between 
the intermediate and outer cribs, two miles 
distant from each other. Within a few 
minutes the tunnel was filled with water, 
but the workmen, all reached the shaft in 
time and, were saved. 
’ The inrush of water at the time when the 
work was almost completed will result in 
immense loss to the contractors, who had 
already experienced a great.deal cf trou- 
ble in the undertaking. It is feared that 
the cave may necessitate the building of a 
new tunnel between the cribs, although As- 
sistant City Engineer Wilcox, who was at 
the scene soon after the disaster, said he 
believed the matter could be remedied by 
air pressure.

Charley Waller, the Bibb county murder- 
er, will get the benefit of a new trial. 

The supreme court decided against the 
court below in his case this morning, and 
he will escape the life sentence imposed 
upon him for the present. 

Charley Waller and Tom H. Smith be- 
came engaged in a quarrel on November 6, 
1896, at a wedding near tho line of Bibb and 
Monroe counties, and Smith fired two ehots 
at Waller, who fired five shots at his an- 


tagonist, wounding him fatally. Smith 
lived about twenty-four hours and died 
from the effects of his wounds. 

On trial Waller was convicted with a re- 
commendation, and a sentence of imprison- 
ment for life was imposed upon him. 

Tho decision handed down this morning 
was as follows: 

THE DECISION. 
“Waller v. The State. Before Judge Fel- 
ton. Bibb superior court. 

“Fish, J.—I. There being on the trial of an 
indictment for murder, evidence which if 
credible would have warranted a finding 
that the slayer of the deceased, upon a 
sudden quarrel, each being armed with a 
deau:y weapon, mutually engaged in a mor- 
tal combat, each using his weapon affd in- 
tending to kill the other therewith, it was 
the duty of the judge, with or without a 
request, to give in charge to the jury the 
law of voluntary manslaughter as related 
to the doctrine of ‘mutual combat,’ and the 
omission to do so is cause for a new trial, 
where the coowses was convicted of mur- 
der. 

“2. In such a case merely reading to the 
jury the sections of the code relating to 
manslaughter did not sufficiently -nstruct 
them as to the law applicable to the issues 
involved. 

“Judgment reversed. All concurring.

The military grand di- 
vision will be divided into three separate 
divisions.® The first division will be organ- 
ized into two brigades, the first comprising 
United States troops, as well as the naval 
battalions, commanded by Major General 
Wesley Merritt, of the United States army. 

The second brigade will be composed of 
the national guard of the District of Co- 
lumbia, 1,500 strong, and the Washington 
High School cadets, 400 strong, all under 
the command of General Cecil Clay, of the 
District of Columbia national guard. The 
second division of the milita grand di- 
vision will be composed of the national 
guards of the various states, headed re- 
spectively by the governor and staff of 
each, and arranged in the order in which 
the states entered the union. 

The third division of the military grand 
division will be composed of all veteran 
organizations, including the Grand Army 
of the Repuplic, the Loyal Legion, the 
Medal of Honor League, the Union Veter- 
ans’ Union, the Regular Army and Navy 
Union, etc. This will be commanded by 
General O. O. Howard, with General S. 3. 
Burdette, past commander-in-chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, as his chief 
cf staff. 

The civic grand division will be com- 
manded by B. H. Warner, of Washington, 
as chief marshal, and willbe made up of 
civic clubs of all descriptions. Prominent 
in this will be the Republican National 
League, of which D. D. Woodmansee, of 
Cincinnati, its president, will act as mar- 
shall. It is.estimated that there will be 
from 40,000 to 50,000 people in the parade, 
and in order to move so vast an army in 
the space of-the timé allowed, .they -will be 
so formed that they can be marched past 
a given point at the rate of 12,000 an hour. 
Conspicuous among the civic organizations 
will be the delegation of about 200 students 
from the Indian school at Carlisle, Pa.

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i Facts About. Cubans 
and Their Country.

Washington, February 2%3.—Just as there 
has been a disposition on the part of the 
public to discount the sensafional news 
reports which have been sent from Cuba 
by the many correspondents who have 
gone there seeking the notoriety of arrest 
and cable reports, so there has been a dis- 
position througnout the entire country to 
minimize the value of Cuba in its ability 
to add t the productions of the world 

Nothing but tobacco and yellow fever 
g2rms teem to be the pepular declarations 
with those who deny the idea of annexa- 
tion, or even aid. 

Senor Quesada,» who holds the rather 
empty honor of being a resident diplomatic 
agent of the.Cuban republic, has done much 
to dispel this idea, just as has the Cuban 
junta through its New York headquarters; 
but the information which he and the 
other leaders have -been sending out. is 
naturally regarded with some _ suspicion, 
though I am led to believe that for the 
most part there is no seen eiieerary in their 
Statements. | 

My attention was called to this cineittats 
when in,the bureau of the office of statis- 
tics in the state building today. The Amer- 
ican consul at Santiago, Mr. Pulaski Hyatt. 
has sent to the state deosartment.a docu- 
ment giving in succinct from some . highly 
interesting facts concerning the productive 
forces'of Cuba, 


“With an area of that about equal to that 
of the state of Pennsylvania,” writes Mr. 
Hyatt, “Cuba stands in a geographical po- 
sition which, together with her productive 
soil, mineral wealth and climatic condi- 
tions, should entitle her to rank among the 
foremost communities of the world, a dis- 
tinction to which I believe she _ will 
soon attain whenever a stable government 
and cheerful obedience to the powers that 
present to the homeseeker and investor 
conditions that will make home pleasant 
and capital secure.” 

Mr. Hyatt does not, of course, give his 
opijaion as to what particular form of 
government he thinks to be best for the 
people there. He is dealing with the sub- 
ject purely in its practical, not its politi- 
cal, aspect. But his suggestion that there 
must be “cheerful obedience to the powers 
that be’’ would certainly seem to indicate 
that there is very little chance to attain 
the results he desires under the present 
Spanish. control. 

He goes on to say that although settled 
more than fifty years before the United 
States, Cuba has still thirteen million 
acres of primeval forests, where the wood- 
men’s ax has never been heard. In enum- 
erating the variety of timbers in these 
forests, he mentions mahogany, cedar, log- 
wood, redwood, ebony, lignum-vitae and 
the caigueran, a wood which is said to be 
more durable in the ground than either 
iron or steel. It neither rusts nor rots. 


On the question of the fertility of the 
soil the consul’s report gives some highly 
interesting faets. The soll is.a marvel of 
richness, and fertilizers,-are seldom used 


even though the same crops be grown on, 


the same field for a hundred years, as has 
already happened in some of the old sugar 
cane fields. The single exception is in the 
case of tobacco, for which fertilizers are 
used to some extent. ‘Were the fertilizers, 
however, needed for more general use thy 
could be had almost for the asking, for 
the lowlands of eastern Cuba seem to be 
composed largely of fossils of sea matter 
from. historic times, and are extremely 
rich in lime of phosphate. 

It is estimated that if all.the lands suit- 
able to the growth of sugarcane .were de- 
voted to that industry, Cuba might supply 
the entire western hemisphere with sugar. 
Some idea of the extent of the industry 
is gathered from figures which show that 
the island has already produced in a sin- 
gle year for export eleven million tons, 
while its capabilities have only been in the 
experimental stage. 


The status of the coffee industry in the 
island is not generally understood. Al- 
though Cuba does not now export a great 
quantity of coffee, there was quite a great 
deal exported up to 1868. In quality, the 
Cuban coffee ranks high, but the industry 
has bee. practically killed by the insur- 
rections which have upset the island, for it 
is in the mountainous regions of San- 
tiago, in eastern Cuba, that the lands best 
adapted for the growth of coffee are found. 
It is this region which has been, as every- 
body knows, the seat of the present troub- 
les, practically continuous in that section 
since the first outbreak in 1868. While it ts 
a fact that sugar in order to be a valuable 
crop must be grown on a large scale, the 
Same is not true of coffee which can be 
raised profitably on a small scale and is 
eminently the poor man’s crop. 

One of the most interesting and impor- 
tant sections of Mr. Hyatt’s report is that 
dealing with the mineral wealth of the 
island. While gold and silver have not 


been found in paying quantities, other. min- 
erais have, notably copper. 


In this connection some rather unique 
facts are developed. Copper was mined at 
Coble by the natives before Columbus dis- 
covered the island, and there is strong 
proot that Cuban copper was carried across 
to Florida and used by the Florida Indians 
hundreds of years before a white man’s 
foot hud been placed upon American soll. 
It has been demonstrated that the mound 
builders’ of Florida buried with their dead 
ornaments ent utensils (hammered from 


native coprer, which always has an admix- 


ture of more’ or less foreign matter. As 
no copper ore is found in Florida’ nor in 
the United States for a long distance from 
there, and as that found in the. United 
States or Mexico does not correspond chem- 
ically with that buried with the Florida 
mound builders, archaeologists’ have long 
wondered at the apparent anomaly. 

Professor R. H. Sunders, of the Academy 
of. Natura: Science at Philadelphia, con- 
ceived the idea that the mound builders 
of Florida prvébubly hac water communi- 
cation with Cuba and got their copper 
therc, He wrote to Mr. Hyatt and se- 
cured a samiple v1 the native Cuban copper, 
which proved, upon analysis, to be cxactly 
the @ame kind used in the copper crra- 
ments mentioned. 


Some idea of the extent of this industry 
in the past is gathered from the fact g¢hat 
the books of the American consylate from 
1828 to 1840 show that an average of $2,000, 
000 to $3,000,000 worth of copper ore was 
shipped annually to the United States from 


these mines. The mines were then under 


of the sea. .

The copper held in solution by the water 
deposited on the scrap iron, which, in time, 
was broken off,.and the iron used again. 
It is generally believed that large quanti- 
ties. Of copper still remain unmined in the 
Santiago Tocality. 


But it is the iron. mimes of Cuba which 
overshadow all other industries on the 
eastern end of the island. These are lo- 
cated near Santiago and constitute the 
only industry that has made any pretense 
of standing up against the shock of the 
present iusurrection, The Juragua and 
Diquiri iron companies, both American, 
with a capital stock of over $5,900,000, em- 
ploy from 800 to 1,400 men, shipping to the 
United States from 30,000 to [0,000 tons of 
iron ore per month. The ore of these mines 
is among the richest in the world, yielding 
from 62 to 67 per cent ef pure iron, and it 


. is very free from sulphur and phosphorous. 


But the iron business jg simply an infant 
‘industry of Cuba, there befng a vast 
amount of undeveloped territory which is 
believed to be equally rich and valu.ble. 


Another product of the insurrection-rid- 
den island about which the rest of the 
world knows very little, is manganese. In 
the Sierra Maestra range on the southern 
coast of Cuba from Santiago, west to Man- 


‘ganillo, are found many deposits of mangz- 


nese. This ore, as everybody knows, is 
largely used in the manufacture of steel. 
It is, I believe, indispensable in its manu- 
facture.

There is a constart 
demand for manganese,’ and -aeacly all 
that is used In the United States now comes 
from the Black Sea regions of Europe, and 
in much less quantities, from the northern 
part of South America. 


With the purely agricultural and hortl- 
cultural features of Cuba’s products,, the 
American readers are naturally much more 
familiar. Tropical fruits grow in abun- 
dance. There is no danger from the frosts, 
which have time and again swept over 
Florida. Fresh vegetables are not grown 
as successfully, the American missing the 
crisp freshness which is in evidence with the 
American vegetables. They grow the year 
around and are not the luxury that one 
would imagine. Cereals never have had a 
profitable cultivation. Corn is raised on a 
small’ scale, but wheat and oats are never 
grown at all. There is not a single flr ur- 
ing mill on the island. 


Speaking of the possibilities which the 
island presents, Mr. Hyatt declares that 
they are great, but that the pr» wbilitics 
remain an unsolved problem. Railroads 
and other highways, improved machinery 
and more modern metbods of doing busi- 
ness are among the wants of Cuba. 

These and peace. Should fr2elom end 
liberty come with the peace, Cuba would 
be no longer the despised yassal of effete 
Spain, but the capital of thewworld would 
rush in to its revelopment. That’ senti- 
ment is mine, not the gensul’s.

THE IRA STREET SCHOOL. 


There is no school in Atlanta that does 
better work than Ira street and that is 
saying a great deal. 

Ira street school is situated in a place 
where it is bound to do so if it accom- 
plishes the work it is intended for it to do. 

In the part of town where it !s located 
are very many children of honest, hard- 
working people and their school life and 
‘what it gives them means very much to 
them and it is pleasant to say that the 
children thoroughly appreciate all that is 
being done for them and return it in love 
for their school and its teachers. 

No school, it is fair to say, perhaps has 
had so many marked etamples of this de- 
votion as has Ira street. 

It is natural that there should be mére 
or less moving among the school children, 
the changing of the _ residence of 
the parents that requires the chang- 
ing of the children’ and in many 
such incidents the regrets of the 
children are very actively shown, but 
Ira street numbers of such cases are an 
exceptional amount and to tell them all 
would be impossible. 

The principal of the school, Miss Mitchell, 
tells of one lad of twelve who had to leave 
the school for the above reason, and who 
came to her privately to find if it was im- 
possible to, make some errangement by 
yshich the ties might remain unsevered. 


She explained to him the rules of the board’ 


of education and how it could not be done. 
This was too much for the coming man 
who had still. the elements of the boy in 
him, and tears that were rot humanly, we 
believe, coursed down his cheek, in spite 
of his gallant effort to stop them. 
Another wrote a note to her 
teacher,’ 4 girl, we believe this time, 
in which she stated that she wished very 
much to reman at Ira street in spite of her 
change of residence, and if her teacher 
could arrange it she was quite, sure she 


could walk. fram her home to the school 
t.in the least.

and would not miad ! 
distahce proved to be over three miles. 
These are merely two incidents of many 
and they show a devotion that refutes the 
usual theory about the attitude of school 


and scholar. 


But there are many things that make 


Ira street attractive. It is housed in a 
building that is perfectly adapted for a 
school. It is old, to be sure, being built 
thirteen years ago, but its rooms are large 


and airy and ts,;apartments are comfort- 
‘able. 


That questionable advantage, steam heat, 
has not penetrated its wall, but huge, 
cheerful looking stoves stand in each of 
the rooms and send out a glow that is 
characteristic of the school as a whole. 


The whole aspect of the school building 
is pleasant; the view from the outside is 
not harsh and rough, but rather a striving 
for the attractive, and the’ Interfor, as has 
been said, is altogether ‘What one wouk 
wish for and does not fail te find. 

Miss Nina Mitchell is head of this flour- 
ishing institution, and she is assisted by 
Miss Wells, who teaches the seventh 
grade, and Misses Jones, Hill, Gilbert, Her- 
wick and Flynn, in the successive classes, 
with Miss Hanes teaching tho important 
junior class. 

A ninth and tenth grade might well be 
added onto this school, fof the conditions 
are such that many are férced to leave it 
and, in fact, give up all educational work 
when they are comparatively, young. So it 
happens that of the 400 students the great 
majority of them are comparatively very 
young and the upper grades are compar- 
atively small. 

The teachers appreciate the condition 
under which they labor, and they make 
every importance of the younger grades 
and the amount of learning that is re- 
ceived by the children in the compara- 
tive short time, while some of them who 
are in the school are remarkably large. 

Ira street has one great advantage that 
should not fail to be mentioned, About 
the school is a most delightful grove, and 
the good that this does the scholars would 
be hard to over-estimate. | 

Here the children play during their 
recess and spend the odd time before the 
opening and after the closing of the’ ses- 
sons. hg 


This and the roominess of the school 
building has had a very marked effect upon 
the healthfulness of the children. Never 
has an epidemic been known in the school 
and the few cases of diseade that have 
ever come into the school have been traced 
to other places. The position of the schol- 
ar—on the high ground of Ita street— 
makes it a most advantagedus place for a 
_ schoolhouse, to. be situated and one -most 
conducive to the good health oft _ schol ° 
ars. j 

Ira street makes a great feature, and is 
very proud, its principal says; of two 
things—its music and its order. 

Botn of these are remarkably good. The 
transfer of the classes from one room to 
another is done to the notes of music. 

The children show a remarkable unison in 
their singing and the effect cannot be oth- 
erwise than delightful. | 

As to the order, it is enough to Say that 
it is exceptionally good. 

Ira street school certainly has many 
features that mark it as ‘anh exteptional 
school, and taken altogether it can ‘be best 
and very truthfully’ said to be/' in short, 
an excellent one.

GOMEZ WORRIES WEYLER. 


The Former Has No Respect for the 
Spanish Trocha and Passes 
Over It Again. 


New York, February 23.—A dispatch to 
The Sun from Havana says: 

General Weyler is ina state of great 
anxiety over the continual and rapid move- 
ments of General Gomez, who a few days 
ago was west of Santa Clara and has now 
passed the Trocha again to the east, be- 
ing encamped at Bajagua, on the Puerto 
Principe side of that military line. 

It is said. that General Gomez is waiting 
there for General Garcia. 

The insurgent forces of General Angue- 

ren and Castillo met in the province of 
Matanzas a strong body of the Cuban 
army coming from Las Villas. The 
gathering of so many insurgents gave rise 
to the false report that General Gomez 
was in the province of Matanzas. 
‘At Perico Paso, province of Pinar del 
Rio, the Spanish Colonel Recio was defeat- 
ed by the Cubans. He left on the field 
fourteen men Killed and forty wounded be- 
sides a large quantity of arms and am- 
munition. Among the Spanish wounded 
ten are officers. The Cubans had eight 
killed. 
General Piu is about to return to Spain 
for the same official reason that General 
Gonzales Munoz had gone back—for his 
health. The truth is that he also had a 
quarrel with General Weyler. 


INCURRED WEYLER’S ANGER. 


Laine, Who Has Been in a Spanish 
Prison in Cuba, Has Been Released. 
New York, February 23.—Among the pas- 

sengers arriving on the steamer Vigilancia 

from Havana was Francois H. Laine. 

He {fs thirty-two years of age and a na- 
tive of France. Laine was liberated from 
the Cabanas prison in Havana eight days 
ago, where he had been held a prisoner for 
over thirteen months. He regained his 
liberty through the efforts of the French 
consul at Havana. 

He was originally sentenced to thirty 
years imprisonr ent and it was only after 
urgent appeals to the authorities at Madrid 
that he finally succeeded in getting hii re- 
lease from prison. 

Laine states that he ‘did nothing to cause 
his arrest; but incurred the displeasure of 
General Weyler, who would have sent him 
to a penal colony had not the Madrid gov- 
ernment ordered his release.

THE PRESIDENT SETS ASIDE THIR- 
TEEN NEW ONES. 


Does This on Washington’s Birthday 
and on the Recommendation of 
Secretary Francis—All Sit- 

uated in the West. 


Washington, February 23.—President 
Cleveland celebrated the 16th anniversary 
of the birth of the first president of the 
republic by issuing thirteen executive or- 
ders which are far-reaching in their effect 
and will be remembered for many years to 
come. 

On tthe recommendation of Secretary 
Francis and a forestry commission of the 
National Academy of Sciences, the presi- 
dent, on February 22, 1897, signed and pro- 
mulgated thirteen proclamations estadlish- 
ing thirteen addftional forest reserva‘ions 
containing an aggregate area of 21,379,540 
acres. 

The reservations are in South Dakota, 
Wyoming, Montana, Washington, Idaho, 
Utah and California.

GEORGIA COLLEGES RECOGNIZED. 


Mr. Donald Harper Has Been Honored 
by the French Government. 


It has been said that no diploma from 
a southern university would receive recog- 
nition in Europe, except that of the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. 

That this statement is fallacious and also 
that no distinction is made between south- 
ern and northern universities, is proven by 
the official recognition on February 4, 1897, 
by the French government through its 
minister of public instruction, Monsieur 
Ramband, of Mr. Donald Harper, who 
graduated at Mercer, taking a bachelor 
of arts course, and also at the University 
of Georgia, where he took bachelor of 
law. 

It also appears that these diplomas are 
not the first from southern colleges to be 
officially recognized in France, but among 
the few of any of the United States, he was 
accorded a degree by the government of 
France. 

This is not only quite a distinction and 
an honor for Mr. Harper, but also a tribute 
to the ducational institutions of the 
south, 

In France, therefore, a graduate of the 
University of Georgia or of Mercer uni- 
versity has every advantage fhat may pe 
accorded to any American institute of 
learning. 

This has, therefore, been a much dis- 
putea question, but now it is settled beyond 
a doubt that the foreign powers are begin- 
ning to realize the grand work going on 
in our colleges and hereafter a graduate 
of a southern college will receive as much 
distinction abroad as a graduate of any 
other college.

AN INCREASE 


OF THE NAVY 


Over a Million and a Half Dollars 
More Appropriated for Next Year 
Than for the Past Year. 


PAY-ROLL HAS BEEN ENLARGED 


The Report Discusses the Question of 
Armor Plate and the Dealing 


with Manufacturers. 


A GOVERNMENT PLANT IS NEEDED 


The Building of thée’Fall Quota of 
Battleships Will Be Pushed For- 
ward as Rapidly as the State of 
the National Finance Will Permit. 


‘Washington, February 2.—The naval ap- 
propriation bill, as reported to the house 
by the committee on naval affairs, makes 
an appropriation of $32,165,234, which is $1,- 
602,573 more than the appropriation for the 
current year, and $2,050,702 below the esti- 
mate of the navy department. 

The principal increases: are $174,512 for 
pay of the navy on account of the addition- 
al force provided last year and $141,870 for 
the additional requirements for equipments 
of new vessels. On the other hand the 
amount ‘for the bureau of ordnance is re- 
duced by $260,500; 
$73,535; for construction and repairs $133,- 
000, and: for the naval academy, $32,600. 

ARMOR AND ARMAMENT. 


The increase in the aggregate amount 
carried by the bill is due to the appropria- 


: tions under the head of “increase of the 


navy.’ These are as follows: Construction 
and machinery, $5,925,359—a reduction of 
$945,421 from the amount for the current 
year; equipments, $162,628—$74,372 less, mak- 
ing a total reduction of $1,019,613. 

Under “armor and armament” there is 
appropriated the sum of $7,220,796, which is 
an increase of $2,849,342. The report refers 
to the controversy regarding armor plate; 
reviews the invesitagions of the subject 
made by Secretary Herbert and says: 

“The committee coincides with the sec- 
retary in feeling the pride in the achieve- 
ment of establishing the production of 
armor in the United States and believes 
that sound policy requires that our gov- 
ernment, like those of other great nations, 


should deal with sufficient liberality with 


the managers of the great armor plants to 
keep their work available as the need of 
such facilities for furnishing material may 
continue. It also feels much gratification 
that American enterprise, invention and 
skill has erabled us to léad the world in 
the quality of the production of armor 


plates. 
QUESTION OF COSTS. 


“In dealing with this question of cost the 
committee has regarded it as one of such 
technical character that the information 


at its command is not sufficiently definite | 


to enable it to fix with certainty a price 
per ton upon such a product of manu- 
facture, and it has been indisposed to do 
so. After very careful consideration there- 


fore, it has seemed to the committee the /

DR. PARKHURST ILL. 


OVERWORK CAUSES COLLAPSE AND 
REST IS PRESCRIBED. 


He Has Been Working Very Hard of 
Late and Contracted What He 
Believed To Be a Cold, but 
Is Nervous Prostration. 


New York, February 23.—Nervous col- 
lapse, caused by overwork, is the physi- 
cian’s diagnosis of the case of Dr. Charles 
H. Parkhurst, who has been seriously ill 
for over a week in his home here. 

There was a slight change for the better 
in. the doctor’s condition Monday, but his 
mental and physical condition are acutely 
affected and it will probably be a long 
time before he'can return to his pulpit. 

Dr. Parkhurst’s friends and relatives have 
been worried about him for some time and 
they predicted time and again a nervous 
collapse, due to excessive labor. . 

The doctor reached home a week ago 
Friday thoroughly worn out, saying that 
he. feared he had contracted a bad cold. 
So ill was he, in fact, that Mrs. Parkhurst 
insisted on his remaining at home on the 
following day to take a much needed 
rest. 

The doctor also submitted to be examined 
by the family physician, Dr. Beebe, who 
said the symptoms resembled somewhat 
those of grip, but that in this case the 
trouble was nervous collapse, brought on 
by overwork. 

Dr. Beebes prescribed perfect rest and 
quiet for an indefinite period.

ELECTRIC EYES. 


New Device for the Use of Operating 
Surgeons. 


From The San Francisco Examifier. 

The latest adjunct that science gives to 
the surgical operator is an elecric eye, 
Btrictly speaking, it is not an eye at all, 
but rather a soft of searchlight, which its 
used to aid the human eye in delicate sur- 
gicai ' operations. 

Oftentimes surgeons are handicapped in 
their work by- the faet.that they cannot see 
distinctly the parts upon which they must 
operate. The. fornywion of the human 
body is such that in many instances no 
light can be put directly, upon the partic- 


to be opérated upon. The eye can see, to 
the extent of human capability, but in in- 
tricate operations, however strong the light 
in the operating theater may be, the rays 
fack that penetration and power of con- 
centration so necess: ary to delicate opera- 
tions. 

Professor Charles E. Quimby, of Bellevue 
hospital, New York, has patented this new 
gid to surgery. From an ordinary electric 
light wire a connection is made with this 
device, which fits the face much 
manner of a pair of spectacles. The appli- 
ance in itself consists of two small incan- 
€escent lamps, which are fitted, one above 
und the other below the eye of the operator. 
They are so adjusted that the rays focus 
at a point sufficiently near the ordinary 
point of vision to .throw all the power of 
the electric rays upon the point desired. 

it is practically a portable searchlight 
adapted to the operating thétater. The 
lamps are in the form of an annular glass 
globe, with an illuminating conductor. An 
insulated backing, consisting of a metal 
jeather-lined band, which passes around the 
head,. prevents the heat from affecting the 
wearer, and at the same time holds the 
light in position and prevents any possible 
effect that otherwise the electricity might 
have upon the wearer. The lights more 
nearly resembic tong giass tubes than any- 
{thing else. Within these tubes are placed 
the lamps, which can be adjusted to any 
desirable angle. When a direct downward 
ray is desired, a small reflector is fixed 
above the light and the rays thrown in the 
desired direction.

iA certain fashionable doctor has an- 
nounced to the world that American wo- 
men are notably lacking in that repose 


which marks the caste of Vere de Vere.

There 
is a perpetual unrest and jerkiness in their 
manner which is a weariness to their fel- 
low men. 

The doctor, who hase evidently had un- 


‘ pleasant experiences with nervous pDa- 


tients, says that it is tiresome to watch 
our women perpetually moving like gnats 
dancing up and “down in the sunshine.

The doctor is right about it, probably, 
but he should remember that this is not a 
‘Vere de Vere age we live in.
